Mrs. Ja- 
chens then phoned the Menlo Park 
license bureau, learning the name, 
Frank Cushing, and also learning 
that he was legally licensed. 

She telephoned his address, 
listed at the license bureau as 
115 El Camino Real, the Stan- 
ford Arms Motel. She was told 
he was out—and that he was 
preparing to leave town. 

Mrs. Jachens. immediately noti- 
fied the Menlo Park police, who 


Mr. Olson then informed the Oak- | 
land Better Business Bureau of his | 
findings. 

Mrs. Jachens estimates that 
she and her husband have used 
at least 11 gallons of gasoline 
and spent at least seven dollars 
on leng distance phone calls on | 
their “case.”

Mushroom Sauce 
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Your GardenMay 
Have Plants You 


Can DoWITHOUT 


It’s typical of the gardener that 
he will hem and haw for months 
before building up courage to rip 
a plant out by the roots. 

And it is also typical of most 
gardens that half a dozen or 
more plants should be so rip- 
ped out. 


If you stop to consider your own 

yard, you will probably be forced 

to admit there are things you could 

do without. An old shrub might be 

so overgrown as to have lost all 

form. Yet, because it has been 

faithfully growing for so long, you 

can’t bear to pull it out. A rose 

that’s shy on blooms or subject to 

mildew should be replaced, but 

it’s been kept around in the vague 

hope it might do better next year. 

Because of this, the area nur- 

serymen point out that a thorough, 

once-a-year inventory should be 

the order in every garden. Such 

an inventory makes it hard for the 

gardener to overlook a poor per- 
former. 

It may also reveal certain other 
truths about the garden. For ins- 
tance, you might find that perma- 
nent shrubs would better fill that 
bed you have been devoting to an- 
nuals; or that a new background 
planting would enhance yet an- 
other bed or soften the vertical 
line of a fence. 

Nurserymen consider late Aug- 
ust or early September a good 
time for such an inventory. The 
gardeners attention to the chores 
is less needed at this time of year. 
And further, the blush of spring 
is not at hand to hide or minimize- 
what defects there are. 

Take a pencil and paper along, 
and as you list each plant, jot 
down what you remember of its 
blooming habit. Was it in harmony 
with other plants or did it bloom 
at the wrong time to show with its 
neighbors? 


Then draw a plan of your gar- 
den and plot how each plant might 
be better fitted to the year-long 
picture. When it’s all on paper, 
you'll find it easier to decide what 
should come out and what could 
be juggled around to give you bet- 
ter effects in every season. 
GARDENER’S CHECKLIST 

1. If you have been busy with 
other chores and have neglected 
your lawn, it may be about time to 
think of fertilizing again. 

2. If your area has temperate 
winters, you can sow sweet peas in 
the open ground now for Christ- 
mas blooms. 

3. Your entire garden will prob- 
ably benefit from a good all-pur- 
pose insecticide this month. 

4. Check stakes on tall chrysan- 
|themums and dahlias to be sure 
they are holding.
